Museum raises £220k for 
item worth torc-ing about

ELY Museum has raised £220,000 to 
secure an artefact of national impor¬ 
tance for the people of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire. 

Made of 730g of almost pure gold, 
the Bronze Age necklace, known as a 
tore, was discovered by a metal detec- 
torist in farmland near Ely in 2015. 

It is regarded by the British Muse¬ 
um as one of the best examples of its 
kind found in more than a century. 

The acquisition of the 3,000-year- 
old item was made possible after the 
museum called on the public to help 
raise the extra £8,000 needed to se¬ 
cure the relic. 

Ely Museum curator Elie Hughes 
said: “We are very excited to have 
secured the tore and look forward to 
having it on display. We are delighted 
to be able to share it with local people 
in the district in which it was found. 

“We hope that the tore will be an 
additional attraction as we seek fur¬ 
ther funding to support our existing 
redevelopment plans. 


“There will be an exhibition cel¬ 
ebrating its arrival in the autumn.” 

The exhibition is set to draw in the 
crowds, and it is hoped the arrival of 
the historic local find will be a hit with 
visitors in the long term. 


She continued: “Visitor figures are 
fairly static at the moment, and so we 
hope that the arrival of the tore will 
encourage many people to revisit the 
museum or visit for the first time.” 

The museum raised the sum 


through grants, including £40,000 
from The V&A Purchase Grant and 
£150,000 from The National Heritage 
Memorial Fund. 

The final push to raise the extra 
£8,000 from local people was helped 
along by a visit from British Museum 
curator Neil Wilkin, who gave a talk 
on the tore at Ely Museum on fuly 27, 
describing its historical significance 
for the area. 

Assistant curator at Ely Museum 
Sarah Adderson explained: “Two 
thousand pounds was given to us by 
fohn Shropshire, a local farming land- 
owner who was very interested in ar¬ 
chaeology. 

“We are very very excited, having 
this object will be a big draw and cen¬ 
trepiece we can build around.” 

The museum says it already has 
a high level of security in place to 
protect its collections and previous 
national loans, but security will be re¬ 
viewed in advance of the tore’s arrival. 

The last Bronze Age artefact it 
acquired through the government 
Treasure Scheme was a bracelet 
discovered in another East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire farmer’s field in 2011. 


Tore 

facts 

• The East 
Cambridgeshire tore, 
which was found in 
farmland near Ely in 
2015, is regarded as 
the best to be found in 
England in more than a 
century. 

• Bronze Age artefacts 
such as this are often 
discovered as stray 
finds in East Anglia, 
following the tradition 
of sacrificing objects 
by throwing them into 
boggy areas. 

There has been 
much speculation 
about its use as it is 
so large. It may have 
been worn by pregnant 
women as a form or 
protection, or used to 
ornament a sacrificial 
animal. 

• A similar tore 
found in the area in 
1844 is housed at 
Cambridge University's 
Archaeology Museum. 

• The treasure is so 
valuable that the exact 
location where the find 
was uncovered in 2015 
is being kept a secret 
to dissuade illegal 
night hawking.

Urgent calls to speed 
upgrade of notorious 


up 

A10 


THERE are urgent calls for a 
county council review into 
the A10 between Ely and 
Cambridge to be sped up. 

Demands for the long- 
awaited upgrades to the 
congested stretch of road 
have become more urgent 
due to the projected in¬ 
crease in housing stock in 
the area. 

Now the Mayor of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire & Peterborough 
James Palmer, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
leader Charles Roberts and 
MP Lucy Frazer are calling 
for proposals to upgrade the 
road to be brought forward. 

A feasibility study looking 
into the trunk road will be 
published by Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council before 
the end of the year, at which 
stage the different options 
for upgrading the road will 
be considered. 

Following a meeting to 
discuss the plans, Mr Palm¬ 
er said:”I fully appreciate 
the frustration that many of 
those who live along the A10 
feel regarding the level of 
congestion and the time it’s 
taking to find a solution. 

“With thousands of homes 
planned for the north of Ely 
and Waterbeach clearly a 
solution is needed sooner 
rather than later. 

“All those who use the A10 
to commute should rest as¬ 
sured that the Combined 
Authority is determined to 
fully play its part in finding 
a solution.” 

The notorious stretch of 
road has claimed seven lives 
and been the scene of 51 
serious incidents and 201 
slight crashes between 2011 
and 2016. 

Last month the News re¬ 
ported on a family man’s 
near miss on the road when 
he was thrown off his mo¬ 
torbike and landed on his 
head.

shire MP Lucy Frazer, who 
arranged a meeting with all 
key stakeholders to discuss 
the matter at Shire Hall, 
said: “Many constituents 
continue to highlight the 
delays they experience on 
the A10. 

“Upgrading this road is 
one of my priorities. I will 
continue to press key stake¬ 
holders to progress devel¬ 
opments along this route to 
ease traffic congestion.” 

Leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cillor, Charles Roberts, also 
has responsibility for trans¬ 
port at the Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough Com¬ 
bined Authority. 

Responding to concerns 
about increasing A10 con¬ 
gestion, he said:”As a Stre- 
tham resident I’m fully 
aware of the extent of the 
problem along the A10. 

“I’m eager for the ongo¬ 
ing feasibility study into the 
A10 to be completed so that 
the combined authority can 
play a role in securing solu¬ 
tions to the congestion that 
work in the short term, the 
medium term and the 
long term. 

“Once the report 
is published it’s vi¬ 
tal that there are 
no more delays 
and that pro¬ 
gress is swift. 

“As the port¬ 
folio holder for 
transport at the 
combined author¬ 
ity I will do eve¬ 
rything within my 
power to ensure 
that this is

the case.” 

Responding to the 
calls Cambridgeshire 
County Council said it 
was targeting the prob¬ 
lems of congestion on 
the route by developing 
alternative transport op¬ 
tions to cope with the future 
housing increase.

A Cambridgeshire County 
Council spokeswoman said: 
“Ely to Cambridge is a ma¬ 
jor transport route and a 
critical piece of the jigsaw 
for improving journeys into 
and out of the north of Cam¬ 
bridge as the City continues 
to grow and the new town to 
the north of Waterbeach is 
developed. 

“High level transport op¬ 
tions for the corridor are 
emerging alongside the pro¬ 
posed plans for a new town 
to the north of Waterbeach, 
north Cambridge, the Sci¬ 
ence Park and Ely - all of 
which have potential to be 
connected via multiple dif¬ 
ferent transport options. 

“The full study will be 
available by the end of this 
year.”

Delays after 
freight train 
derailment 


A FREIGHT train caused chaos on 
the line between Ely and Manea 
on Monday - and travellers were 
warned to expect further delays. 

Network Rail advised the public 
to check with train operators 
before travelling while recovery 
work was being carried out. 

Eleven of the train's 33 wagons, 
which came off the tracks at 
2.40pm on Monday, were having to 
be lifted away by crane. The track 
was also damaged and needed to 
be replaced before routes could 
reopen. 

It affected services between 
Cambridge and Peterborough, 
and routes via Ely between Bury St 
Edmunds and Peterborough. Trains 
between Ely and Peterborough 
were unable to run. 

On Monday, Simon Ancona, 
Network Rail's chief operating 
officer for Anglia, said: "This is a 
serious incident and our engineers 
are on site working tirelessly to 
resolve the issue as quickly as 
possible. 

"The recovery is very complex 
and not helped by the rural 
location and will take several days. 

"I understand how frustrating 
this is for passengers and would 
like to thank them for their 
patience while we work to get 
services up and running again." 

No-one was hurt in the incident.

Job fears 
for Wilko 
workers 

WORKERS at Wilko stores 
in Ely face losing their jobs 
as the high street retailer 
announces a staffing shake- 
up which could affect 
thousands UK-wide. 

The cost-cutting 
measures come in the wake 
of an 80 per cent plummet 
in profits, which the 
company has partly blamed 
on rising costs due to the 
falling value of the pound 
and the introduction of the 
National Living Wage of 
£7.20 an hour, which came 
into force last year. 

Wilko said that following 
a review of its operating 
functions, it was "entering 
into consultation with 
a number of its team 
members at store level 
nationwide", including 
Cambridge and the 
surrounding area. 

The changes could see 
3,900 members of staff 
made redundant. However, 
the employer said the 
restructure would allow it 
to create 1,000 new roles. 

Staff at Ely could 
be affected by the 
potential job losses, 
along with workers at 
stores in Cambridge and 
Huntingdon.

Passengers 
set for big 
fare rises 

TRAIN travellers will be hit 
by a 3.6 per cent increase 
in regulated rail fares from 
January. 

The big rise, the highest 
in five years, was revealed 
following an announcement 
of the latest economic figures. 

The Government links 
the annual January rise in 
Britain's regulated fares with 
the previous July's Retail Price 
Index measure of inflation, 
which was announced by the 
Office for National Statistics. 

Train operators are allowed 
to raise fares by as much 
as the RPI figure for July, 
although they do not always 
take full advantage. 

Passenger groups warned 
commuters would be worst- 
hit, and suggested that the RPI 
measure should be scrapped. 

The rises will affect 
"anytime" and some off- 
peak fares as well as season 
tickets in England and Wales. 
Regulated fares make up 
almost half of all tickets and 
include season tickets and 
standard returns. 

Fewer than half (47 per 
cent) of passengers are 
satisfied with the value for 
money of tickets, according to 
the latest survey by passenger 
watchdog Transport Focus.

Lady crier Avril Hayter-Smith was rep¬ 
resenting the City of Ely at the British 
Town Crier Competition in Colchester 
last weekend, winning Best Home Cry in 
a line-up of previous British, European 
and world champions. 

The judges said her cry had “just the 
right amount of historical information, 
humour and made people want to visit 
the city”. 

Avril, 68, said: “It was a fantastic com¬ 
petition with some amazing criers. I 
couldn’t believe it when I won this sec¬ 
tion [for best home cry]. 

Avril, a retired community worker, 
who has been Ely’s town crier since win¬ 
ning a countywide competition in 2001, 
says she adores her job which she car¬ 
ries out with her husband, consort and 
custodian of the bell, Graham, 68. 

“I love it,” she said. “Town criers are 
an absolutely wonderful supportive 
group of people - so nice to each other. 

“My bell is an old school bell, very old 
- 90 years old but it is very heavy. 

“Everyone wants to win, of course, 
but we are happy to see each other from 
one year to the next.”

tioned in Ely’s Market Place in 
2001. She was judged the best by 
members of the city council in 
open competition held by BBC 
Radio Cambridgeshire. 

“It’s not necessarily the loudest 
who wins the competition,” says 
Avril, who has lived in Ely all her 
life. 

“We have to write our own 
cries. Especially in competition 
you have to do a home cry about 
your own town or city, then in 
the afternoon you get given a 
theme. 

This year’s theme was the 
worldwide web. Avril said her 
cry was very well received, so 
she was surprised when she 
won the best home cry. 

It’s not the winning that’s im¬ 
portant though - for the lady 
crier it’s more of a way of life. 

Ely is hoping to host the Brit¬ 
ish Championship next May 
on Eel Day, where Avril will no | 
doubt be the star attraction.

Farmers pay price with 
hare coursing on rise

THE war between hare coursers 
and farmers in Cambridgeshire is 
intensifying with violence erupt¬ 
ing and damage to crops - and 
the season is yet to get fully under 
way. 

The season starts at the end of 
the month, and police describe 
the crime as one of the biggest to 
impact on rural Cambridgeshire. 

In one of the latest incidents, 
police are investigating a report 
of damage to a tractor, which may 
have been caused by a catapult, 
on farm land off Potton Road, Hil¬ 
ton. 

A police spokesman said: “The 
driver of the tractor was alerted to 
a report of possible hare coursers 
driving across fields in a four-by- 
four vehicle while returning the 
tractor to the farm, and caught 
sight of a purple or blue off-road 
car coming towards him. 

“After some manoeuvring of the 
two vehicles, the car came up be¬ 
hind the tractor and the driver is 
believed to have used an imple¬ 


ment, possibly a catapult, to shat¬ 
ter the window in the back of the 
tractor cab. The car then drove off 
towards St Ives.” 

Police received a report of three 
off-road vehicles with men and 
dogs, possibly hare coursers, seen 
on land near Papworth St Agnes. 

A spokesman said: “As the re¬ 
port was coming in, the cars were 
dispersing in different directions. 
Damage had been done to farm 
gates, with one metal barrier pole 
having been wrecked. Although 
the vehicles had left the area, reg¬ 
istration numbers had been not¬ 


ed down by witnesses and police 
took the details.” 

Between 10pm on Monday last 
week and 5am the next day, “se¬ 
vere damage” was caused to crops 
and farmland as vehicles were 
driven over fields for the purpose 
of hare coursing near Six Mile 
Bottom Road, Weston Colville. 

And hare-coursers damaged 
crops near Broughton by driving 
a vehicle into the wheat between 
July 30 and August 1. 

Police received two reports 
of hare-coursers in a blue four- 
by-four vehicle seen on land off 


Crooked Drove and in Colne Fen, 
Somersham, on August 3. 

The force’s Rural Crime Action 
Team (RCAT) and other officers 
searched the Colne Fen area but 
no sign of the vehicle was found. 

A month ago, a farmer re¬ 
ceived 14 stitches in an attack 
with a metal bar after he discov¬ 
ered trespassers on his land. Will 
Wombwell, 29, of JD Wombwell & 
Son in Ickleton, was hit in the face 
after he came across a group of 
men in one of his fields on July 12. 

He said farmers are under siege 
by hare coursers who go onto 
their land on a daily basis, smash¬ 
ing fences, destroying crops, ram¬ 
ming vehicles and killing wildlife. 

On Monday, July 31, police re¬ 
ceived a report of five men with 
dogs in a four-by-four vehicle on 
land off Church Street, Somersh¬ 
am, seen chasing hares. 

Chief Inspector James Suther¬ 
land, from RCAT, said: “Hare 
coursing remains one of the big¬ 
gest crimes to affect our rural 
communities. Driving hare cours¬ 
ing out of the county is a priority 
for RCAT and we will do all we can 
to catch those responsible.”

EAST Cambridgeshire District Council is 
seeking offers of interest from people to take 
on the site of the Mepal Outdoor Centre. 

The popular outward bound centre closed 
in February following extensive structural 
damage resulting from an arson attack in 
December. 

Based around a 22-acre lake, it was used 
by schools, colleges and charities on activity 
holidays and team building exercises. 

In closing the site, the district council said 
it recognised it is a much-loved community 
asset and would be exploring possible op¬ 
tions for the future of the facility. 

Now the authority is appealing for sugges¬ 
tions from individuals, companies or organi¬ 
sations interested in taking on the centre, 10 
miles outside of Ely. 

A statement on the council’s website reads: 
“The centre has operated under a trust struc¬ 
ture since the 1980s, catering for community 
users and school groups 

“It is currently closed 
following a break-in 
and fire in December 
2016, and the site has 
reverted to the coun¬ 
cil as freeholder. 

“The facilities are 
very tired, but it is be 
lieved that a viable busi¬ 
ness can be developed with appro¬ 
priate investment and a robust business 
model.” 

Formal expressions of interest should be 
submitted by no later than noon on Monday, 
September 25. 

The council says it does not wish to be un¬ 
duly prescriptive about the potential uses of 
the site, but any proposals should comply 
with planning and other regulatory frame¬ 
works. 

Applications must also be “robust and eco¬ 
nomically sustainable” in the long-term. 

Any proposals for building work would 
also require specific planning permission.

Fire and police 
merger ‘could 
hit vulnerable’ 


PLANS for Cambridgeshire’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner to take control of the county’s fire 
service have been condemned by councillors. 

The chairman of Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Fire Authority is urging residents to op¬ 
pose the plan and let the service carry on as it is. 

The Government is keen to push for “greater 
joint working” between the emergency services, 
and in Cambridgeshire it has been suggested the 
commissioner should also be put in charge of 
the fire service. 

A public consultation exercise has been 
launched to find out what people think. 

The fire authority has released a statement 
saying it believes “the business case that sits be¬ 
hind the recommended proposal contains insuf¬ 
ficient evidence to prove the case for what could 
be a costly and unnecessary change in govern¬ 
ance arrangements.” 

Instead, in a move backed by Cambridgeshire 
County Council and Peterborough City Council, 
the authority says it is preferable for the commis¬ 
sioner to sit as a member of the Fire Authority. 

Fire Authority chairman Cllr Kevin Reynolds 
said: “Under the Police and Crime Act, for PCCs 
to take over the governance of fire services, a lo¬ 
cal business case has to be made to prove it is

a viable option on the grounds of economy, ef¬ 
ficiency, effectiveness and public safety. In our 
opinion it fails to do this in all four areas. It con¬ 
tains unsubstantiated assertions and unrealistic 
assumptions. 

“The business case details how PCC govern¬ 
ance will allow greater collaboration, particularly 
in terms of shared estates. There is no reason we 
cannot share estates under the current arrange¬ 
ments though, in fact police officers already use 
some of our fire stations as touch down stations 
and plans are underway for more of this and 
more shared sites. You don’t need to come under 
the same governance for this to happen, you just 
need two willing parties and we are fully sup¬ 
portive of this as it makes perfect sense for the 
public purse.” 

“The fire service is a much respected and 
trusted emergency service and with its unri¬ 
valled reputation our staff are able to get into 
the homes of vulnerable people where others 
have failed, to carry out safety checks and ensure 
they receive the services they need. This is some¬

thing we need to protect and we are concerned 
a change in governance to align closer with the 
police could affect this. 

“It would just be a costly and unnecessary 
change in governance arrangements.” 

Cllr Reynolds added: “I would urge people to 
please complete the survey.” 

Fellow Fire Authority member Cllr Donald 
Adey told the News : “Having one person running 
the whole thing is bound to be less efficient.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner Jason Able- 
white said: “I want to be clear that this consulta¬ 
tion is not about a ‘take over’ of the fire service. 
Instead it looks to enhance community safety by 
looking at sharing things like estates and training 
facilities so that, at a time where savings still need 
to be made, resources are managed to ensure the 
front line service is as efficient and effective as 
it can be. I am clear, as in my Police and Crime 
Plan, that there needs to be a focus on safeguard¬ 


ing the vulnerable in our county: this will not 
change should I become responsible for the gov¬ 
ernance of the Fire Service. 

“The governance option brings with it a 
number of important benefits, namely: savings 
through a simpler governance process, savings 
through more effective use of fire and police 
estates, closer and quicker working between 
the two services and increased accountability 
through a directly elected Police, Fire and Crime 
Commissioner. 

“What this means in practice is that I will be 
responsible for such things as decisions on how 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service spends 
its budget and whether new fire service facilities 
should be built or shared with other emergency 
services. The distinction between operational 
policing and firefighting will be maintained with 
the Chief Fire Officer reporting to me in the same 
way the Chief Constable currently does.”

With a new museum in Tampere 
and an art exhibition in London; 


W is set to go Moomin mad. 

SARAH MARSHALL visits 
the cult characters' birthplace 


H 


T OSSED between clawing 
waves with only a wooden 
oar and magician's top hat, 
Moominpappa embarks on 
a whimsical journey to find 
a distant lighthouse. 

It's 34 years since I read the story 
of a snouty patriarch who frolics 
with seahorses and befriends The 
Groke, a desperately lonely figure 
scarred with a permanent scowl. 

But I do recall a handwritten 
inscription in my copy of Moomin¬ 
pappa At Sea, promising the 
Moomins would take me on a 
special adventure one day. 

Now I'm standing in front of a 
first edition illustrated book sleeve, 
part of a 2,000-strong collection of 
drawings, triptychs and related 
paraphernalia on rotated display at 
the world's only Moomin Museum, 
which recently opened in Tampere, 
a two-hour train ride north from 
Helsinki. 

Since Finnish artist, sculptor and 
illustrator Tove Jansson published 
her first book in 1945, the magical 
Moominvalley has become a 
worldwide cult phenomenon; 
children are drawn to the playful, 
fanciful characters, while the droll 
humour resonates with an older 
audience. 

Jansson's Moomin work was 
donated to the 
Tampere Art Museum 
in 1986, after Helsinki 
City Museum declined 
the collection on the 
basis it wasn't "proper 
art'! A temporary 
exhibition of 100 pieces 
in the Tampere gallery's 
basement lasted for 
three decades, until 
structural damage 
resulted in an evacua¬ 
tion three years ago. 

Moomin Museum 
Director Taina Myllyharju I 
was given an "almost 
unlimited'' budget to 
employ the best archi¬ 
tects, artists and designers in her 
quest for creating a new space in 
the park-fringed Tampere Hall. 

A reading library stocks the 12 
Moomin books in multiple 
languages, and a shop sells themed 
postcards and stamps (conveni¬ 
ently, there's a postbox on site) and 
exclusive merchandise given the 
seal of approval by Tove's niece, 
Sophia Jansson. 

"We even have the world's only 
Moomin conservator," Taina 
proudly proclaims. 

Restoring the works, particularly 
the detailed triptychs Jansson 
worked on with her life partner, 
graphic artist Tuulikki Pietila, was a 
painstaking business. Often, the 
women would use anything they 
could find lying around in the

summer cottage they shared on the 
remote island Klovharu. These 
colourful 3D scenes were ephem¬ 
eral snatches of imagination; they 
weren't designed to last. 

Crossing a wasteland on spindly, 
insect-leg stilts, Moomintroll and 
Sniff stare up at a cobweb-shrouded 
model schooner. The Jansson family 
heirloom forms the centrepiece of a 
tableau from the apocalyptic Comet 
in Moominland, which critics have 
linked to post-war gloom and the 
looming spectre of nuclear attacks. 

As for the delicate charcoal, pen 
and watercolour drawings, they will 
never go on loan again, she insists, 
and lights are kept permanently 
dimmed in the two-storey exhibi¬ 
tion space to preserve them. 

Under the cover of darkness, I 
comfortably sink into the Moomin's 
make-believe world, with the help 


of several interactive displays; 
inside a cavernous top hat, a 
projector bestows my shadow with 
loppy Sniff ears, and by waving my 
hands, I can throw bolts of lightning 
above a mural of ghostly, wide-eyed 
Hattifatteners. 

From fireball comets hurtling 
towards Earth, to belligerent waves 
threatening to swallow the sky, 
Jansson was fascinated by the forces 
of nature. On her birthday, August 
9, which also marked the museum's 
official opening, she would swim in 
the sea with a crown of plaited 
flowers around her head. 

So it's fitting Tampere is a city 
connected to wilderness. 

Two giant lakes sitting at different 
elevations create a source of 
hydroelectric power which has 
shaped the industrial 'Manchester 
of Finland! But the environment is 
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still respected. 

Heidi Savolainen from Adventure 
Apes introduces me to the region's 
sauna culture, on a trip to Rauh- 
aniemi, set on the birch tree-lined 
shores of Lake Nasijarvi. 

"There is always room for one," 
she declares as we squeeze our 
pefletti (wooden sauna seats) into a 


narrow room heaving with sweaty 
flesh and plumes of steam. 

Fat men with bloated, braised 
bellies line the benches like a 
coconut shy, and gasping women 
shake rivulets of sweat from their 
cleavages. It's a level of body 
confidence that would send shivers 
through most Brits. 


After 20 minutes spent boiling my 
blood, I step outside and climb 
down a set of metal stairs into the 
crisp, satin-soft lake, where the 
stinging shock of cold water 
becomes perversely addictive. 
Afterwards, I follow a path into the 
forest, picking plump blueberries 
and fan-leafed wood sorrel so sharp 


it leaves me grimacing like The 
Groke. 

The herb appears on my dinner 
plate that evening, as part of 
six-course taster menu at restaurant 
C. Ilka Isotalo and his team take 
pride in using ingredients sourced 
from a maximum 50km radius. 
Snowy elderflower sprays dance 


around a party of peas and roasted 
rooster, and slithers of rose petal 
perfume a sweet brown butter cream. 

Although Jansson spent much of 
her time on Klovharu and visited 
Tampere, she lived, worked and died 
in Helsinki. Throughout her life, she 
was desperate to be taken seriously 
as an artist and several of her murals 
are on display at the Helsinki Art 
Museum (HAM). 

In Electricity, a piece commis¬ 
sioned for the Pitajanmaki factory of 
the Stromberg company, luminous 
lightning veins strike just like they do 
above Moominvalley, and in the 
fresco Party In The City, a small 
Moomintroll hides in the corner. 

In fact, the fairy-tale creatures can 
be found all over the capital; since 
December 2016, five themed Mumin 
Kaffes have opened, with play areas, 
plush toys and peaceful surroundings. 

Next month, fashion label Chinti & 
Parker will launch a range of limited 
edition Moomin cashmere jumpers, 
and in October London's Dulwich 
Picture Gallery will host a major UK 
retrospective of Tove Jansson's work. 

Clearly, Moominpappa's humble 
ship is setting sail for world domina¬ 
tion, and we're all invited to jump on 
board. Several decades on from my 
first encounter with the adorable 
flumpy characters, it's an adventure 
I'm happy to embrace.

Calls for NHS bosses 
to reconsider IVF cuts 


PROPOSALS to abolish NHS fund¬ 
ing for specialist fertility treatment in 
Cambridgeshire have been slammed 
as a “step too far”. 

Cllr Richard Johnson, chairman of 
the Cambridge Local Health Partner¬ 
ship, has urged NHS bosses to “recon¬ 
sider” their plans to remove the fund¬ 
ing. 

The Cambridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) says it can save £700,000 by 
removing NHS funding for IVF treat¬ 
ments. 

A petition calling on health chiefs to 
abandon the proposals has reached 
over 2,000 signatures online and was 
handed in to the CCG’s offices last 
week. 

A public consultation closed on July 
31, with the CCG’s governing body due 
to meet to discuss the plans on Sep¬ 
tember 5. 

Cllr Richard Johnson sent a letter on 
behalf of the Cambridge Local Health 
Partnership to the CCG, expressing its 
concerns about the proposals. 

He said: “I was concerned when I 
heard about this proposal. Women 
and men who cannot become parents 
without medical help are as deserv¬ 
ing of healthcare as people with other

medical conditions. 

“This is simply a step too far. At pre¬ 
sent the CCG offers one cycle of IVF 
and in my opinion this is already at 
minimum level acceptable.” 

Couples in Cambridgeshire can cur¬ 
rently only apply for one round of IVF 
on the NHS if they meet eligibility cri¬ 
teria. 

This is a reduction from the two 
funded rounds available until June last 
year and below the National Institute 
for Clinical Excellence (NICE) recom¬ 
mendations of three cycles of treat¬ 
ment. 

According to campaign group Fertil¬ 
ity Fairness, 125 CCGs in England offer 
one cycle of treatment, 46 fund two cy¬ 
cles and only 34 fund three cycles. 

If its planned cuts are go ahead, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire would join just four other 
regions not to offer any NHS funding 
for specialist fertility treatment. 

Fertility Fairness has warned that 
the disparity in services now available 
across the country is leading an IVF 
“postcode lottery”. 


Cllr Johnson added: “Why should 
residents in Cambridge be deprived of 
a service that is available to residents 
who live in Luton, only an hour’s drive 
away? 

“I appreciate that our CCG is un¬ 
der enormous financial pressure but I 
think they picked on the wrong area to 
cut here. 

“Starting a family is almost a funda¬ 
mental right and, if treatment on the 
NHS is denied, the cost of alternative 
treatment in the private sector will be 
simply unaffordable for many people 
living on a low income. 

“I would urge the CCG to reconsider 
this proposal.” 

The Cambridge Local Health Part¬ 
nership brings together representa¬ 
tives from the public, community and 
voluntary sectors with an interest in 
health and wellbeing. 

It feeds the views of local residents 
into the Cambridgeshire Health and 
Wellbeing Board and responds to NHS 
and social care consultations. 

A public meeting of the CCG’s gov¬ 
erning body will be held on Tuesday, 
September 5 at 3.30pm at the Future 
Business Centre Peterborough, Peter¬ 
borough United Football Club, London 
Road, Peterborough, PE2 8AN.
